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The  exhibition  REALITY  AND  FANTASY  1900-19  54  is  the  second  chapter  in  a  series 
of  comprehensive  yet  selective  surveys  of  twentieth  century  painting  and  sculpture,  both 
European  and  American.  The  first  chapter  entitled  THE  CLASSIC  TRADITION  IN 
CONTEMPORARY  ART  was  presented  during  May  and  June  of  195  3;  and  another 
chapter  dealing  generally  with  tendencies  of  expressionism  is  planned  for  next  year. 

These  exhibitions  have  been  developed  as  a  substitute  for  cross  section  shows  of  American 
art  which  the  Walker  Art  Center  had  presented  biennially  for  a  number  of  years.  The 
reasons  for  the  change  are  quite  simple  and  have  been  outlined  in  the  introduction  to  THE 
CLASSIC  TRADITION  catalog.  It  was  felt  that  a  more  intensive  examination  of  certain 
aspects  of  contemporary  art  would  give  a  clearer  picture  of  what  has  actually  been  hap- 
pening during  the  last  fifty  years.  In  both  exhibits  there  has  also  been  a  deliberate  attempt 
to  include  works  not  customarily  juxtaposed  in  order  that  we  might  re-examine  some  of 
the  traditional  categories  into  which  modern  art  is  divided.  Thus  both  abstract  and  repre- 
sentational works  are  included  as  long  as  there  seems  to  exist  in  them  some  common 
motivation. 

In  THE  CLASSIC  TRADITION  exhibition,  abstraction  and  representation  were  tied 
together  by  the  common  feeling  for  geometric  structure.  In  that  show  the  emphasis  was 
predominantly  on  the  abstract  with  enough  representational  examples  to  demonstrate 
influences. 

In  the  present  exhibit  obviously  the  greater  emphasis  is  on  various  kinds  of  representation, 
and  the  abstractions  included  are  intended  to  illustrate  ways  in  which  fantasy  or  mood 
can  be  achieved  through  abstract  symbols. 

The  reason  realism  and  fantasy  are  combined  should  be  sufficiently  obvious.  Most  of  the  INTRODUCTION 

realistic  works  illustrated  belong  in  the  sphere  of  precise  or  magic  realism.  The  wings  of 

ideal    and    romantic    realism    will    be   explored    in    a    subsequent    exhibition.    However,   no 

single  definition  of  either  realism  or  fantasy  was  adhered  to.  A  few  representational  works 

were   included   which   verge  on   romanticism  or  expressionism.    One   or   two  examples   of 

primitivism    were   also   included    although   there   was   no   attempt    to    treat    this   direction 

exhaustively. 

In  the  area  of  "fantasy"  the  exhibit  reveals  almost  as  many  styles  as  there  are  artists,  this 
being  apparently  the  nature  of  fantastic  painting.  The  contrast  and  comparison  between 
the  more  abstract  fantasies — such  as  those  of  Miro,  Baziotes,  and  Gorky;  the  paintings 
involving  more  recognizable  objects — such  as  those  of  Tapies;  and  the  naturalistic 
fantasies  of  Burchfield,  Bacon,  Berman,  and  O'Keeffe  are  particularly  intriguing. 

The  present  exhibition,  like  the  previous  one,  is  organized  with  a  specific  consciousness  of 
the  needs  of  this  area — Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  and  the  upper  midwest.  An  attempt  has 
been  made  in  both  cases  to  include  a  large  proportion  of  important  artists  who,  for  one 
reason  or  another,  have  never  been  exhibited  here. 

Also,  both  exhibits  express  the  firm  conviction  that  it  is  extremely  valuable  to  show 
European  and  American  artists  together  at  frequent  intervals.  The  first  exhibit  included 
a  higher  proportion  of  older  European  masters,  and  the  present  exhibit  attempts  to 
emphasize  the  more  recent  American  as  well  as  European  exponents.  In  the  first  exhibit 
there  was  thus  an  attempt  to  establish  more  of  the  historic  background  of  contemporary 
art.  In  subsequent  shows  there  will  be  an  increasing  exploration  of  the  most  recent 
experiments.
